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‘THE FIRST SCHEDULE— Import Tariff 
(See section 2) 

General rules for the interpretation 
of this Schedule 

Classification of goods in this Schedule shall be governed by the 
following principles: 

1. The titles of Sections, Chapters and sub-Chapters are provided 
for ease of reference only; for legal purposes, classification shall be 
determined according to the terms of the headings and any relative 
Section or Chapter Notes and, provided such headings or Notes do 
not otherwise require, according to the following provisions: 

2. (a) Any reference in a heading to an article shall be taken to 
include a reference to that article incomplete or unfinished, provided 
that, as presented, the incomplete or unfinished article has the essen¬ 
tial character of the complete or finished article. It shall also be 
taken to include a reference to that article complete or finished (or 
falling to be classified as complete or finished by virtue of this rule), 
presented unassembled or disassembled. 

(h) Any reference in a heading to a material or substance shall 
be taken to include a reference to mixtures or combinations of that 
material or substance with other materials or substances. Any refer¬ 
ence to goods of a given material or substance shall be taken to in¬ 
clude a reference to goods consisting wholly or partly of such material 
or sun .tirce. The classification of goods consisting of more than one 
material or substance shall be according to the principles of rule 3. 

3. When by application of rule 2(b) or for any other reason, 
goods are, prima facie, classifiable under two or more headings, clas¬ 
sification shall be effected as follows: 

(a) The heading which provides the most specific description 
shall be preferred to headings providing a more general descrip¬ 
tion. However, when two oi more headings each refer to part onl\ 
of the materials or substances contained in mixed or composite 
goods or to part only of the items in a set put up for retail sale, 
those headings are to be regarded as equally specific in relation 
to those goods, even if one of them gives a more complete or 
precise description of the goods. 

(b) Mixtures, composite goods consisting of different materials 
or made up of different components, and goods put up in sets for 
retail sale, which cannot be classified by reference to (a), shall 
be classified a? if they consisted of the material or component 
which gives them their essentia] character, in so far as thi* cri¬ 
terion is applicable. 
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(c) When goods cannot be classified by reference to (a) or 
(b ), they shall be classified under the heading which occurs last 
in numerical order among those which equally merit considera¬ 
tion. 

4. Goode which cannot be classified in accordance with the above 
rules shall be classified under the heading appropriate to the goods 
to which they are most akin. 

5. In addition to the foregoing provisions, the following rule# 
shall apply in respect of the goods referred to therein: 

(a) Camera cases, musical instrument cases, gun cases, draw¬ 
ing instrument cases, necklace cases and similar containers, spe- 
daily shaped or fitted to contain a specific article or set of articles, 
suitable for long-term use and presented with the articles for 
which they are intended, shall be classified with such articles 
when of a kind normally sold therewith. The rule does not, how¬ 
ever, apply to containers which give the whole its essential 
character; 

(b) Subject to the provisions of (a) above, packing ma¬ 
terials and packing containers presented with the goods therein 
shall be classified with the goods if they are of a kind normally 
used for packing such goods. However, this provision does not 
apply when such packing materials or packing containers are 
clearly suitable for repetitive use, 

6. For legal purposes, the classification of goods in the sub-head¬ 
ing:, of a heading shall be determined according to the terms of those 
sub-headings and any related sub-heading Notes and, mutatis 
mutandis , to the above rules, on the understanding that only sub¬ 
headings at the same level are comparable. For the purpose of this 
rule the relative Section and Chapter Notes also apply, unless the 
context otherwise requires. 
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General Explanatory Notes 

1. Where in column (3) of this Schedule, the description of an arti¬ 
cle or group of articles under a heading is preceded by the said 
article or group of articles shall be taken to be a sub-classification of 
the article or group of articles covered by the said heading. Where, 
however, the description of an article or group of articles is preceded by 

the said article or group of articles shall be taken to be a sub¬ 
classification of the immediately preceding description of the article or 
group of articles which has 

2. The abbreviation in any column of this Schedule in relation to 
the rate of duty indicates that duty on the goods to which the entry re¬ 
lates shall be charged on the basis of the value of the goods as defined in 
section 14 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the duty being equal 
to such percentage of the value as is indicated in that column. 

In any entry, if no rate of duty is shown in column (5), the rate 
shown under column (4) shall be applicable.

Chapter 27 

Mineral fuels, mineral oils and products of their distillation; bituminous 

substances; mineral waxes 

Notes 

1. This Chapter does not cover; 

(a) Separate chemically defined organic compounds, other than 
pure methane and propane which are to be classified in heading 
No. 27.11; 

(b) Medicaments of heading No. 30.03 or 30.04; or 

(c) Mixed unsaturated hydrocarbons of heading No. 33.01, 33.02 
or 38.05. 

2. [References in heading No. 27.10 to “petroleum oils and oils ob¬ 
tained from bituminous minerals” include not only petroleum oils and 
oils obtained from bituminous minerals but also similar oils, as well as 
those consisting mainly of mixed unsaturated hydrocarbons, obtained 
by any process, provided that the weight of the non-aromatic constitu¬ 
ents exceeds that of the aromatic constituents. 

However, the references do not include liquid synthetic polyolefins 
of which less than 60% by volume distills at 300°C, after conversion to 
1,013 millibars when a reduced-pressure distillation method is used 
(Chapter 39) . 

Subheading Notes 

1. For the purposes of subheading No. 2701.11 “anthracite” means coal 
having a volatile matter limit (on a dry, mineral-matter-free basis) not 
exceeding 14%. 

2. For the purposes of subheading No. 2701.12, “bituminous coal” means 
coal having a volatile matter limit (on a dry, mineral-matter-free basis) 
exceeding 14% and a calorific value limit (on a moist, mineral- 
mattcr-free basis) equal to or greater than 5,833 keal/kg. 

3. For the purposes of subheadings Nos. 2707-10, 2707.20, 2707.30, 
2707.40 and 2707.60, the terms “benzole”, “toluole”, "xylole”, “naphtha¬ 
lene” and “phenols” apply to products, which contain more than 50% by 
weight of benzene, toluene, xylene, naphthalene or phenols, respectively.

(a) Separate chemical elements and separate chemically defined 
compounds, whether or not containing impurities; 

(b) The products mentioned in (a) above dissolved in water; 

(c) The products mentioned In (a) above dissolved in other sol¬ 
vents provided that the solution constitutes a 'normal and necessary 
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method of putting up these products adopted solely for reasons of 
safety or for transport and that the solvent does not render the pro¬ 
duct particularly suitable for specific use rather than for general use; 

( d ) The products mentioned in (a), ( b) or (c) above with an 
added stabiliser necessary for their preservation or transport; 

(e) The products mentioned in (a), (b), (c) or (d) above with 
an added anti-dusting agent or a colouring substance added to faci¬ 
litate their identification or for safety reasons, provided that the 
additions do not render the product particularly suitable for specific 
use rather, than for general use. 

2. In addition to dithionites and gulphoxylates, stabilised with orga¬ 
nic substances (heading No. 28.31), carbonates and peroxocarbonates of 
inorganic bases (heading No. 28.36), cyanides, cyanide oxides and com¬ 
plex cyanides of inorganic bases (heading No. 28.37), fulminates, cya- 
nates and thiocyanates, of inorganic bases (heading No. 28-38), organic 
products included in headings Nos. 28.43 to 28.46 and carbides (heading 
No. 28.49), only the following compounds of carbon are to be classified 
in this Chapter: 

(a) Oxides of carbon, hydrogen cyanide and fulminic isocyanic, 
thiocyanic and other simple or complex cyanogen acids (heading 
No. 28.11); 

(b) Halide oxides of carbon (heading No. 28.12); 

(c) Carbon disulphide (heading No. 28.13); 

(d) Thiocarbonates, selenocarbonates, tellurocarbonates, seleno- 
cyanates, tellurocyanates, tetrathiocyanatodiamminochromates 
(reineckates) and other complex cyanates, of inorganic bases 
(heading No. 28.42); 

(e) Hydrogen peroxide, solidified with urea (heading No. 28.47). 
carbon oxysulphide, thiocarbonyl halides, cyanogen, cyanogen 
halides and cyanamide and its metallic derivatives (heading; No- 
28.51) other than calcium cyanamide, whether or not pure (Chapter 
31 ). 

3. Subject to the provisions of Note 1 to Section VI. this Chapter 
does not cover: 

(o) Sodium chloride or magnesium oxide, whether or not 
pure, or other products of Section V; 

(b) Organo-inorganic compounds other than mentioned in Note 
2 above; 

(c) Products mentioned in Note 2, 3. 4 or 5 to Chapter 31; 

(d) Inorganic products of a kind used as luminophores, of 
heading No. 32.06; 

(ei .Artificial graphite (heading No. 38.011: products put up as 
oharges for firm-extinguishers or put up in fire-extinguishing 
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grenades, of heading No. 38.13, ink removers put up in packings 
for retail sale, of heading No. 38.23; cultured crystals (other than 
optical elements) weighing not less than 2.B g each, of the halides 
of the alkali or alkaline-earth metals, of heading No. 38.23;

(b) Natural or artificial radioactive isotopes (including those 
of the precious metals or of the base metals of Sections XIV and 
XV), whether or not mixed together; 

(c) Compounds, inorganic or organic, of these elements or 
isotopes, whether or not chemically defined, whether or not mixed 
together; 

(d) Alloys, dispersions (including cermets), ceramic products 
and mixtures containing these elements or isotopes or inorganic or 
organic compounds thereof and having a specific radioactivity exceed¬ 
ing 0.002 micro-curie per gram; 

(e) Spent (irradiated) fuel elements (cartridges) of nuclear 
reactors; 

(f) Radioactive residues whether or not usable. 

The term “isotope”, for the purposes of this Note and of the wording 
of headings Nos, 28.44 and 28.45, refers to: 

— individual nuclides, excluding, however, those existing in 
nature in the monoisotopic state; 

— mixtures of isotopes of one and the same element, enriched 
in one or several of the said isotopes, that is, elements of which the 
natural isotopic composition has been artificially modified. 
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7. Heading No. 28.48 includes copper phosphide (phospher copper) 
containing more than 15 per cent, by weight of phosphorus. 

8. Chemical elements (for example, silicon and selenium) doped for 
use in electronics are to be classified in this Chapter, provided that they 
are in forms unworked as drawn, or in the form of cylinders or rods. 
When cut in the form of discs, wafers or similar forms, they fall in 
heading No. 38.18.

Chapter 29 
Organic chemicals 
Notes 

1 . Except where the context otherwise requires, the headings of this 
Chapter apply only to: 

(a) Separate chemically defined organic compounds, whether or 
not containing impurities; 

(b) Mixtures of two or more isomers of the same organic com¬ 
pound (whether or not containing impurities), except mixtures of 
acyclic hydrocarbon isomers (other than stereoisomers), whether or 
not saturated (Chapter 27); 

(c) The products of headings Nos. 29.36 to 29.39 or the sugar 
ethers and sugar esters, and their salts, of heading No. 29*40, or 
the products of heading No. 29.41, whether or not chemically defined; 

( d ) The products mentioned in (a), (b) or (c) above dissolved 
in water; 

(p) The products mentioned in (a), (b) or (c) above dissolved 
in other solvents provided that the solution constitutes a normal and 
necessary method of putting up these products adopted solely for 
reasons of safety or for transport and that the solvent does not 
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render the product particularly suitable for specific use rather than 
for general use; 

(1) The products mentioned in (a), (b), (c), (d) or (e) above 
with an added stabiliser necessary for their preservation or transport; 

(g) The products mentioned in (a), (b), (c), (d), (e) or (/) 
above with an added anti-dusting agent or a colouring or odoriferous 
substance added to facilitate their identification or for safety reasons, 
provided that the additions do not render the product particularly 
suitable for specific use rather than for general use; 

(h) The following products, diluted to standard strengths, for 
the production of azo dyes : diazonium salts, couplers used for these 
salts and diazotisable amines and their salts. 

2 . This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Goods of heading No. 15.04 or glycerol (Heading No. 15.20); 

(b) Ethyl alcohol (Heading No. 22.07 or 22.08); 

(c) Methane or propane (Heading No. 27.11); 

(d) The compounds of carbon mentioned in Note 2 to Chapter 

28; 

(e) Urea (Heading No. 31.02 or 31.05); 

(f) Colouring matter of vegetable or animal origin (Heading 
No. 32.03), synthetic organic colouring matter, synthetic organic 
products of a kind used as flourescent brightening agents or as 
luminophores (Heading No. 32.04) or dyes or other colouring matter 
put up in forms or packings for retail sale (Heading No. 32.12); 

(g) Enzymes (Heading No. 35.07); 

(h) Metaldehyde, hexamethylenetetramine or similar substances, 
put up in forms (for example, tablets, sticks or similar forms) for 
use as fuels, or liquid or liquefied-gas fuels in containers of a kind 
used for filling or refilling cigarette or similar lighters and of a 
capacity not exceeding 300 cm : ‘ (Heading No. 36.06) ; 

(ij) Products put up as charges for fire-extinguishers or put up 
in fire-extinguishing grenades, of heading No. 38.13; ink removers 
put up in packings for retail sale, of heading No. 38.23; or 

( k ) Optical elements, for example, of ethylenediamine tartrate 
(Heading No. 90.01). 

3 . Goods which could be included in two or more of the headings of 
this Chapter are to be classified in that one of those headings which 
occurs last in numerical order. 

4. In headings Nos. 29.04 to 29.06, 29.08 to 29.11 and 29.13 to 29.20, 
any reference to halogenated, sulphonated, nitrated or nitrosated deriva¬ 
tives includes a reference to compound derivatives, such as sulpho- 
halogenated, nitrohalogenated. nitrosulphonated or nitrosulphohalo- 
genated derivatives, 
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Nitro or nitroso groups are not to be taken as "nitrogen-functions’* 
for the purposes of heading No. 29.29. . 

For the purposes of headings Nos. 29.11, 29.12, 29.14, 29.18 and 29.22, 
“oxygen-functions” is to be restricted to the functions (the characteristic 
organic oxygen-containing groups) referred to in headings Nos. 29.05 to 
29.20, 

5. (a) The esters of acid-function organic compounds of sub-Chapters 
I to VII with organic compounds of these sub-Chapters are to be classified 
with that compound which is classified in the heading which occurs last in 
numerical order in these sub-Chapters. 

(b) Esters of ethyl alcohol or glycerol with acid-function organic 
compounds of sub-Chapters I to VII are to be classified in the same head¬ 
ing as the corresponding acid-function compounds. 

(c) Subject to Note 1 to Section VI and Note 2 to Chapter 28: 

(1) Inorganic salts of organic compounds such as acid-, phenol - 
or enol-function compounds or organic bases, of sub-Chapters I to X 
or heading No. 29.42, are to be classified in the heading appropriate 
to the organic compound; and 

(2) Salts formed between organic compounds of sub-Chapters 
I to X or heading No. 2942 are to be classified in the heading 
appropriate to the base or to the acid (including phenol- or enol- 
functlon compounds) from which they are formed, whichever occurs 
last in numerical order in the Chapter. 

(d) Metal alcoholates are to be classified in the same heading as the 
corresponding alcohols except in the case of ethanol and glycerol (head 
ing No. 29.05). 

(c) Halides of carboxylic acids are to be classified in the same head 
ing as the corresponding acids, 

6 . The compounds of headings Nos. 29.30 and 29.31 are organic com¬ 
pounds the molecules of which contain, in addition to atoms of hydro¬ 
gen, oxygen or nitrogen, atoms of other non-metals or of metals (such 
as sulphur, arsenic, mercury or lead) directly linked to carbon atoms. 

Heading No. 29,30 (organo-sulphur compounds) and heading No, 
29.31 (other organo-inorganic compounds) do not include sulphonated 
or halogenated derivatives (including compound derivatives) which, 
apart from hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen, only have directly linked 
to carbon the atoms of sulphur or of a halogen which give them theii 
nature of sulphonated or halogenated derivatives (or compound deriva¬ 
tives) . 

7. Headings Nos. 29.32, 29.33 and 29.34 do not include epoxides with 
a three-membered ring, ketone peroxides, cyclic polymers of aldehydes 
or of thioaldehydes anhydrides of polybasic carboxylic acids cyclic 
esters of polyhydrlc alcohols or phenols with polybasic acids and imides 
of polybasic acids. 
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These provisions apply only when the ring-position hetero-atoms are 
those resulting solely from the cyclising function or functions here listed.

Within any one heading of this Chapter, derivatives of a chemical 
compound (or group of chemical compounds) are to be classified in the 
same subheading as that compound (or group of compounds) provided 
that they are not more specifically covered by any other subheading 
and that there is no residual subheading named “Other” in the series 
ef subheadings concerned.

(t) Articles of Chapter 94 (for example, furniture, lamps and 
lighting fittings, illuminated signs, prefabricated buildings) ; 

(u) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports 
reguisites); or 

(v) Articles of Chapter 96 (for example, brushes, buttons, slide 
fasteners, combs, mouthpieces or steins for smoking pipes, cigarette- 
holders or the like, parts of vacuum flasks or the like, pens, propelling 
pencils). 

3. Headings Nos. 39.01 to 39.11 apply only to goods of a kind produc¬ 
ed by chemical synthesis, falling in the following categories: 

(a) Liquid synthetic polyolefins of which less than 60 % by 
volume distils at 300°c, after conversion to 1,013 millibars when a 
reduced pressure distillation method is used (headings Nos. 89 01 and 
39.02); 

(b) Resins, not highly polymerised, of the coumarone-indene 
type (heading No. 39.11); 

(c) Other synthetic polymers with an average of at least 5 mono¬ 
mer units; 

(d) Silicones (heading No. 39.07); 

(e) Resols (heading No. 39.09) and other prepolymers. 

4. For the purposes of this Chapter, except where the context other¬ 
wise requires, copolymers (including co-polycondensates, co-polyaddition 
oroducts, block copolymers and graft copolymers) and polymer blends are 
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to be classified in the heading covering polymers of that comonomer 
which predominates by weight over every other single comonomer, como¬ 
nomers whose polymers fall in the same heading being regarded 83 cons¬ 
tituting a single comonomer. 

If no single comonomer predominates, copolymers ox polymer blends, 
as the case may be, are to be classified in the heading which occurs last in 
numerical order among those which equally merit consideration. 

The expression “copolymers” covers all polymers in which no single 
monomer contributes 95% or more by weight to the total polymer con¬ 
tent. 

5. Chemically modified polymers, that is those in which only appenda¬ 
ges to the main polymer chain have been changed by chemical reaction, 
are to be classified in the heading appropriate to the unmodified polymer. 
This provision does not apply to graft copolymers. 

6. In headings Nos. 30.01 to 39.14, the expression “primary forms” 
applies only to the following forms: 

(a) Liquids and pastes, including dispersions (emulsions and sus¬ 
pensions) and solutions; 

(b) Blocks of irregular shape, lumps, powders (including moul¬ 
ding powders), granules, flakes and similar bulk forms. 

7. Heading No. 39.15 does not apply to waste, parings and scrap 
of a single thermoplastic material, transformed into primary forms (head¬ 
ings Nos. 39.01 to 39.14). 

8. For the purposes of heading No. 39.17, the expression "tubes, pipes 
and houses” means hollow products, whether semi-manufactures or finish¬ 
ed products, of a kind generally used for conveying, conducting or distri¬ 
buting gases or liquids (for example, ribbed garden hose, perforated tub¬ 
es). This expression also Includes sausage casings and other lay-flat tub¬ 
ing. However, except for the last-mentioned, those having an internal 
cross-section other than round, oval, rectangular (in which the length 
does not exceed 1.5 times the width) or In the shape of a regular polygon 
are not to be regarded as tubes, pipes and hoses but as profile shapes. 

9. For the purposes of heading No. 39.18, the expression "wall or ceil¬ 
ing coverings of plastics” applies to products In rolls, of a width not less 
than 45 cm, suitable for wall or celling decoration, consisting of plastics 
fixed permanently on a backing of any material other than paper, the plas¬ 
tic layer (on the face side) being grained, embossed, coloured, design- 
printed or otherwise decorated. 

10. In headings Nos. 39.20 and 39-21, the expression "plates, sheets, 
film, foil and strip” applies only to plates, sheets, film, foil and strip (other 
than those of Chapter 54) and to blocks of regular geometric shape, whe¬ 
ther or not printed or otherwise surface-worked, uncut Or cut Into rectan¬ 
gles (including squares) but not further worked (even if when so cut 
they become articles ready for use). 

II. Heading No. 39.25 applies only to the following articles, not being 
products covered by any of the earlier headings of sub-Chapter IT: 

(a) Reservoirs, tanks (including septic tanks), vats and similar 
containers, of a capacity exceeding 300 1: 
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(b) Structural elements used, for example, in floors, walls or par¬ 
titions, ceilings or roofs; 

(c) Gutters and fittings therefor; 

(d) Doors, windows and their frames and thresholds for doors; 

(e) Balconies, balustrades, fencing, gates and similar barriers; 

(/) Shutters, blinds (including Venetian blinds) similar arti¬ 
cles and parts and fittings thereof; 

( g) Large-scale shelving for assembly and permanent installation, 
for example, in shops, workshops, warehouses; 

( h) Ornamental architectural features, for example, flutings 
cupolas, dovecotes; and 

( ij ) Fittings and mountings intended for permanent installation 
in or on doors, windows, staircases, walls or other parts of buildings, 
for example, knobs, handles, hooks, brackets, towel rails, switch- 
plates and other protective plates. 

Subheading Note 

Within any one heading of this Chapter, copolymers (including co 
polycondensates, co-polyaddition products, block copolymers and graft 
copolymers) are to be classified in the same subheading as homopoly¬ 
mers of the predominant comonomer and chemically modified polymers 
of the kind specified in Chapter Note 5 are to be classified in the same 
subheading as the unmodified polymer, provided that such copolymers or 
chemically modified polymers are not more specifically covered by any 
other subheading and that there is no residual subheading named 
‘Other” in the series of subheadings concerned. Polymer blends are to be 
classified in the same subheading as copolymers (or homopolymers, as the 
case may be) of the same monomers in the same proportions.

Chapter 40 

Rubber and articles thereof 
Notes 

1. Except where the context otherwise requires, throughout this 
Schedule the expression “rubber’’ means the following products,, whe¬ 
ther or not vulcanised or hard: natural rubber, balata, gutta-percha, 
guayule, chicle and similar natural gums, synthetic rubber, factice 
derived from oils, and such substances reclaimed. 

2. This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Goods of Section XI (textiles and textile articles); 

( b) Footwear or parts thereof of Chapter 64; 

(c) Headgear or parts thereof (including bathing caps) of 
Chapter 65; 

(d) Mechanical or electrical appliances or parts thereof of 
Section XVI (including electrical goods of all kinds), of hard rubber; 

(e) Articles of Chapter 90, 92, 94 or 96; or 

(f) Articles of Chapter 95 (other than sports gloves and articles 
of headings Nos. 40.11 to 40.13). 

3. In headings Nos. 40.01 to 40.03 and 40.05, the expression “primary 
forms” applies only to the following forms: 

(a) Liquids and pastes (including latex, whether or not pre- 
vulcaniscd, and other dispersions and solutions); 

(h) Blocks of irregular shape, lumps, bales, powders, granules, 
crumbs and similar bulk forms. 

4. In Note 1 to this Chapter and in heading No. 40.02, the expression 
“synthetic rubber” applies to; 

(a) Unsaturated synthetic substances which can be irreversibly 
transformed by vulcanisation with sulphur into non-thcrmeplastic 
substances wh'ch, at a temperature between 18 n C. and 29"C.. will not 
break on being extended to three times their original length and will 
return, after being extended to twice their original length, 
within a period of five mmoles, 1o a brigth not greater than one and 
a half times their original length. For the purposes of this test, 
substances necessary fer the cross linking, such as vulcanising acti¬ 
vators or accelerators, may be added; the presence of substances as 
provided for by Note 5(b) (ii) and (Hi) is also permitted. However, 
the presence of any substances not necessary for the cross-linking, 
such as extenders, plasticisers and fillers, is not permitted; 

(h) Thioplasts (TM); and 

(c) Natural rubber modified by grafting or mixing with plas¬ 
tics, depolymerised natural rubber, mixtures of unsaturated synthetic 
substances with saturated synthetic high polymers provided that all 
the above-mentioned products comply with the requirements con¬ 
cerning vulcanisation, elongation and recovery in (a) above. 
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o. (,ti) Headings Hos. 40.01 and 40.02 do not apply to any rubber or 
mixture of rubbers which has been compounded, belore or after coagula¬ 
tion, with: 

(i) vulcanising agents, accelerators, retarders or activators 
(other than those added lor the preparation of pre-viilcamsed rubber 
latex); 

(ii) pigments or other colouring matter, other than those added 
solely for the purpose of identification; 

(i ii) plasticisers or extenders (except mineral oil in the case of 
oil-extended rubber), fillers, leinforcing agents, organic solvents or 
any other substances, except those permitted under (b); 

(b) The presence of the following substances in any rubber or mixture 
of rubbers shall not affect its classification in heading No. 40.01 or 
40.02, as the case may he, provided that such rubber or mixture of rubbers 
retains its essential character as a raw material: 

(<) emulsifiers or anti-tack agents; 

(ti) small amounts of breakdown products of emulsifiers; 

(iii) very small amounts of the following: heat-sensitive agents 
(generally for obtaining fheirnosensitive [rubber latexes), cationic 
surface-active agents (generally for obtaining electro-positive rubber 
latexes), antioxidants, coagulants, crumbling agents, freeze-resisting 
agents, peptisers, preservatives, stabilisers, viscosity-control agents, 
or similar special-purpose additives. 

(j. For the purposes of heading No. 40.04, the expression “waste, par¬ 
ings and scrap’’ means rubber waste, parings and scrap from the manu¬ 
facture or working of rubber and rubber goods definitely not usable 
as such because of cutting-up, wear or other reasons. 

7. Thread wholly of vulcanised rubber, of which any cross-sectional 
dimension exceeds 5 mm. is to be classified as strip, rods or profile shapes, 
of heading No. 40.08. 

8. Heading No. 40.10 includes conveyor or transmission belts or belt¬ 
ing of textile fabric impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with 
rubber or made from textile yarn or cord impregnated, coated, covered 
or sheathed with rubber- 

9. In headings Nos. 40.01, 40.02, 40.03, 40,05, and 40.08, the expressions 
“plates”, “sheets”, and “strip” apply only to plates, sheets and 
strip and to blocks of regular geometric shape, uncut or simply cut to 
rectangular (including square) shape, whether or not having the charac¬ 
ter of articles and whether or not printed or otherwise surface-worked 
but qot otherwise cut to shape or further worked. 

In heading No. 40.08 the expressions “rods” and “profile shapes" 
apply only to such products, whether or not cut to length or surface- 
worked but not otherwise worked.

(n) Articles of heading No. 92.09; or 

(o) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports re¬ 
quisites) or Chapter 96 (for example, buttons). 
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2 . Subject to the provisions of Note 6 , headings Nos. 48.01 to 48.05 
include paper and paperboard which have been subjected to calender¬ 
ing, super-calendering, glazing or similar finishing, false water-marking 
or surface sizing, and also paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and 
webs of cellulose fibres, coloured or marbled throughout the mass by any 
method. Except where heading No. 48.08 otherwise requires, these 
headings do not apply to paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding or webs 
of cellulose fibres which have been otherwise processed, for example, by 
coating or impregnation. 

3. In this Chapter the expression “newsprint’’ means uncoated paper 
of a kind used for the printing of newspapers, of which not less than 65% 
by weight of the total fibre content consists of wood fibres obtained by a 
mechanical process, unsized or very lightly sized, having a smoothness 
011 each side not exceeding 200 seconds Bekk, weighing not less than 
40 g. per square metre and not more than 57 g. per square metre and 
having an ash content hy weight not exceeding 8 %. 

4. In addition to hand-made paper and paperboard, heading No, 48.02 
covers only paper and paperboard made mainly from bleached pulp or 
from pulp obtained by a mechanical process and satisfying any of the 
following criteria: 

For paper or paperboard weighing not more than 150 g/m-: 

(a) containing 10 % or more of fibres obtained by a mechanical 
process, and 

1 . weighing not more than 80 g/m ,J , or 

2 . coloured throughout the mass; or 

(b) containing more than 8 % ash, and 

1 . weighing not more than 80 g/m", or 

2 . coloured throughout the mass; or 

(c) containing more than 3% ash and having a brightness of 
60% or more (*) ; or 

(d) contaning more than 3%. but not more than 3% ash, having 
a brightness less than 60%(*), and a burst index equal to or less than 
2,5 kpa/g/m :: ; or 

(e) containing 3 % ash or less, having a brightness of 60% or mare 

and a burst index equal to nr less than 2,5 ltpa/g/m a . 

For paper or paperboard weighing more than 150 g/rn-: 

(a) coloured throughout the mass; or 

(b) having a brightness of 60% or more (*), and 

1. a caliper of 225 micrometres (microns) or less, or 

2 . a caliper more than 225 micrometres (microns) but not 

more than 508 micrometres (microns) and an ash content more 

than 3%; or 

(*) Brightness is to be measured by the Elrepho, GE or any equivalent 
internationally recognized brightness testing method. 
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(c) having a brightness of less than 60% ( ,| ') ) a caliper of 254 
micrometres (microns) or less and an ash content more than 0%. 

Heading No. 48.02 does not, however, cover filter paper or paper- 
board (including tea-bag paper) or felt paper or paperboard. 

5. In this ChapLer “kraft paper and paperboard” means paper and 
paperboard of which not less than 80% by weight of the total fibre content 
consists of fibres obtained by the chemical sulphate or soda processes. 

6 . Paper, paperboard, cellulose waddig and webs of cellulose fibbres 
answering to a description in two or more of the headings Nos. 48.01 to 
48.11 are to be classiiied under that one of such headings which occurs 
last in numerical order in this Schedule. 

V. Headings Nos. 48.01, 48.02, 48.04 to 48.08, 48.10 and 48.11 apply 
only to paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and webs of cellulose fibres: 

(a) in strips or rolls of a width exceeding 15 cm; or 

(b) in rectangular (including square) sheets with one side ex¬ 
ceeding 36 cm and the other side exceeding 15 cm in the uunfolded 
state.

Products on a base ol paper or paperboard, suitable for use both 
as floor coverings and as wall coverings, are to be classified in head¬ 
ing No. 48.15. 

9. Heading No, 48.20 does not cover loose sheets or cards, cut to size, 
whether or not printed, embossed or perforated. 

10. Heading No, 48.23 applies, inter alia to perforated paper or paper- 
board cards for Jacquard or similar machines and paper l?ce-

Printed books, newspapers, pictures and other products of the printing 
industry; manuscripts, typescripts and plans 

Notes 

1, This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Photographic negatives or positives on transparent bases 
(Chapter 37); 

(b) Maps, plans or globes, in relief, whether or not printed 
(heading No. 90.23); 

(c) Playing cards or other goods of Chapter 95; or 

(d) Original engravings, prints or lithographs (heading No. 
97.02), postage or revenue stamps, stamp-postmarks, flrst-day covers, 
postal stationery or the like of heading No. 97.04, antiques of an age 
exceeding one hundred years or other articles of Chapter 97. 
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2. For the purposes of Chapter 49, the term “printed” also means re¬ 
produced by means of a duplicating machine, produced under the control 
of a computer, embossed, photographed, photocopied, thermocopied or 
typewritten, 

3. Newspapers, journals and periodicals which are bound otherwise 
than in paper, and sets of newspapers, journals or periodicals comprising 
more than one number under a single cover are to be classified in heading 
No. 49.01, whether or not containing advertising material. 

4. Heading No. 49 01 also covers: 

(a) A collection of printed reproductions of, for example, works 
of art or drawings, with a relative text, put up with numbered pages 
in a form suitable for binding into one or more volumes; 

(b) A pictorial supplement accompanying, and subsidiary to, a 
bound volume; and 

(c) Printed parts of books or booklets, in the form of assembled 
or separate sheets or signatures, constituting the whole or a part of 
a complete work and designed for binding. 

However™ printed pictures or illustrations not bearing a text, 
whether in the form of signatures or separate sheets, fall in heading 
No. 49 . 11 . 

5. Subject to Note 3 to this Chapter, heading No. 49.01 does not cover 

publications which are essentially devoted to advertising (for example, 
brochures, pamphlets, leaflets, trade catalogues, year books published by 
trade associations, tourist propaganda). Such publications are to be classi¬ 
fied In heading No. 49.11, 

6. For the purposes of heading No. 49.03, the expression “children’s 
picture books” means books for children in which the pictures form the 
principal interest and the text Is subsidiary.

SECTION XI 

TEXTILES AND TEXTILE ARTICLES 
Notes 

1. This Section does not cover; 

(a) Animal brush making bristles or hair (heading No. 05.02); 
horsehair or horsehair waste (heading No. 05.03) ; 

(b) Human hair or articles of human hair (heading No. 05.01, 
67-03. or 67.04), except straining cloth of a kind commonly used in oil 
presses or the like (heading No, 59.11); 

(c) Cotton linters or other vegetable materials of Chapter 14; 

(d) Asbestos of heading No. 25.24 or articles of asbestos or other 
products of heading No. 68.12 or 68.13; 

(e) Articles of heading No. 30-05 or 30.06 (for example, wadding, 
gauze, bandages and similar articles for medical, surgical, dental or 
veterinary purposes, sterile surgical suture materials); 

(f) Sensitised textiles of headings Nos. 37.01 to 37.04; 

(g) Monofilament of which any cross-sectional dimension ex¬ 
ceeds 1 mm or strip or the like .(for example, artificial straw) of an 
apparent width exceeding 5 mm, of plastics (Chapter 39), or plaits or 
fabrics or other basketware or wickerwork of such monofilament 
or strip (Chapter 46); 

(h) Woven, knitted or crocheted fabrics, felt or nonwovens, im¬ 
pregnated, coated, covered or laminated with plastics, or articles 
thereof, of Chapter 39; 

( ij ) Woven, knitted or crocheted fabrics, felt or nonwovens, im¬ 
pregnated, coated, covered or laminated with rubber, or articles 
thereof, of Chapter 40; 

( k) Hides or skins with their hair or wool on (Chapter 41 or 
43) or articles of furskin, artificial fur or articles thereof, of heading 
No. 43.03 or 43.04; 

(l) Articles of textile materials of heading No. 42.01 or 42.02; . 

(m) Products or articles of Chapter 48 (for example, cellulose 
wadding); 

(n) Footwear or parts of footwear, gaiters or leggings or similar 
articles of Chapter 64; 

(o) Hair-nets or other headgear or parts thereof of Chapter 65; 

(p) Goods of Chapter 67; 
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(q) Abrasive-coated textile material (heading No. 68.05) and 
also carbon fibres or articles of carbon fibres of heading No. 68.15; 

( r ) Glass fibres or articles of glass fibres, other than embroidery 
with glass thread on a visible ground of fabric (Chapter 70); 

(s) Articles of Chapter 94 (for example, furniture, bedding, 
lamps and lighting fittings); or 

(t) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports re¬ 
quisites and nets). 

2. (A) Goods classifiable in Chapters 50 to 55 or in heading No. 58.09 
or 59.02 and of a mixture of two or more textile materials are to be classi¬ 
fied as if consisting wholly of that one textile material which predominat¬ 
es by weight over any other single textile material. 

(B) For the purposes of the above rule : 

(a) Gimped. horsehair yarn (heading No. 51.10) and metallised 
yarn (heading No. 56.05) are to be treated as a single textile 
material the weight of which is to be taken as the aggregate of the 
weights of its components; for the classification of woven fabrics, 
metal thread is to be regarded as a textile material; 

(b) The choice of appropriate heading shall be effected by deter¬ 
mining first the Chapter and then the applicable heading within that 
Chapter, disregarding any material^ not classified in that Chapter; 

(c) When both Chapters 54 and 55 are involved with any other 
Chapter, Chapters 54 and 55 are to be treated as a single Chapter; 

(d) Where a Chapter or a heading refers to goods of different 
textile materials, such materials are to be treated as a single textile 
material. 

(C) The provisions of paragraphs (A) and (B) above apply also to 
the yarns referred to in Note 3, 4, 5 or 6 below. 

3. (A) For the purposes of this Section, and subject to the exceptions 
in paragraph (B) below, yarns [single, multiple (folded) or cabled] of 
the following descriptions are to be treated as “twine, cordage, ropes and 
cables’’:. 


(a) Of silk or waste silk, measuring more than 20,000 decitex; 

(b) Of man-made fibres (including yarn of two or more mono¬ 
filaments of Chapter 54), measuring more than 10,000 decitex; 

(c) Of true hemp or flax: 

(i) Polished or glazed, measuring 1,429 decitex or more; or 

(U) Not polished or glazed, measuring more than 20,000 deci¬ 
tex; 

(d) Of coir, consisting of three or more plies; 

(e) Of other vegetable fibres, measuring more than 20,000 deci¬ 
tex; or 

Cf) Reinforced with metal thread, 
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(B) Exceptions : 

(a) Yarn of wool or other animal hair and paper yarn, other than 
yarn reinforced with metal thread; 

(b) Man-made filament tow of Chapter 55 and multifilament yarn 
without twist or with a twist of less than 5 turns per metre 
of Chapter 54; 

(c) Silk worm gut of heading No. 50.06, and monofilaments of 
Chapter 54; 

(d) Metallised yarn of heading No. 56-05; yarn reinforced with 
metal thread is subject to paragraph (A) (f) above; and 

(e) Chenille yarn, gimped yarn and loop wale-yarn of heading 
No. 56.06. 

4- (A) For the purposes of Chapters 50, 51, 52, 54 and 55, the expres¬ 
sion “put up for retail sale” in relation to yarn means, subject to the ex¬ 
ceptions in paragraph (B) below, yarn [single, multiple (folded) or 
cabled] put up: 

(a) On cards, reels, tubes or similar supports, of a weight (in¬ 
cluding support) not exceeding: 

(i) '35 g in the case of silk, waste silk or man-made filament 
yarn; or 

(ii) 125 g in other cases; 

(b) In balls, hanks or skeins of a weight not exceeding: 

(i) 85 g in the case of man-made filament yarn of less than 
3,000 decitex, silk or silk waste; 

(ii) 125 g in the case of all other yarns of less than 2,000 deci¬ 
tex; or 

(Hi) 500 g in other cases; 

(c) In hanks or skeins comprising several smaller hanks or skeins 
separated by dividing threads which render them independent one of 
the other, each of uniform weight not exceeding: 

(i) 85 g in the case of silk, waste silk or man-made filament 
yarn; or 

(ii) 125 g in other cases. 

(B) Exceptions : 

(a) Single yarn of any textile material, except : 

(i) Single yarn of wool or fine animal hair, unbleached; and 

(ii) Single yarn of wool or fine animal hair, bleached, dyed 
or printed, measuring more than 5,000 decitex; 

(b) Multiple (folded) or cabled yarn, unbleached: 

(i) Of silk or waste silk, however put up; or 

(ii) Of other textile material except wool or fine animal hair 
in hanks or skeins; 
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(c) Multiple (folded) or cabled yarn of silk or waste silk, blea¬ 
ched, dyed or printed, measuring 133 decitex or less; and 

(d) Single, multiple (folded) or cabled yam of any textile ma¬ 
terial:. 


(i) In cross-reeled hanks or skeins; or 

(ii) Put up on supports or in some other manner indicating 
its use in the textile industry (for example, on cops, twisting 
mill tubes, pirns, conical bobbins or spindles, or reeled in the 
form of cocoons for embroidery looms). 

5. For the purposes of headings Nos. 52.04, 54.01 and 55.08 the expres¬ 
sion “sewing thread” means multiple (folded) or cabled yarn: 

(a) Put up on supports (for example, reels, tubes) of a weight 
(including support) not exceeding 1,000 g; 

(b) Dressed; and 

(c) With a final “Z” twist. 

6. For the purposes of this Section, the expression “high tenacity 
yarn” means yarn having a tenacity, expressed in cN|tex (centinewtons 
per tex), greater than the following: 

Single yarn of nylon or other polyamides, 


or of polyesters. 60 cN|tex 

Multiple (folded) or cabled yarn of nylon 

or other polyamides, or of polyesters.53 cN|tex 

Single, multiple (folded) or cabled 

yarn of viscose rayon.27 cN|tex 


7. For the purposes of this Section, the expression “made up” means: 

(a) Cut otherwise than into squares or rectangles; 

(b) Produced in the finished state, ready for use (or merely 
needing separation by cutting dividing threads) without sewing or 
other working (for example, certain dusters, towels, table cloths, 
scarf squares; blankets); 

(c) Hemmed or with rolled edges, or with a knotted fringe at 
any of the edges, but excluding fabrics, the cut edges of which have 
been prevented from unravelling by whipping or by other simple 
means; 

(d) Cut to size and having undergone a process of drawn thread 
work; 

(e) Assembled by sewing, gumming or otherwise (other than 
piece goods consisting of two or more lengths of identical material 
joined end to end and piece goods composed of two or more textiles 
assembled in layers, whether or not padded); 

(f) Knitted or crocheted to shape, presented in the form of a 
number of items in the length. 

8, Chapters 50 to 55 and, except where the context otherwise requir¬ 
es, Chapters 56 to 60, do not apply to goods made up within the meaning 
of Note 7 above. Chapters 50 to 55 do not apply to goods of Chapters 56 to 
59. 
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9. The woven fabrics of Chapters 50 to 55 include fabrics consisting 
of layers of parallel textile yarns superimposed on each other at acute 
or right angles. These layers are bonded at the intersections of the yams 
by an adhesive or by thermal bonding. 

10. Elastic products consisting of textile materials combined with rub¬ 
ber threads are classified in this Section. 

11. For the purposes of this Section, the expression ‘‘impregnated’ 1 
includes “dipped”. 

12. For the purposes of this Section, the expression “polyamides” 
includes “aramids”. 

13. Unless the context otherwise requires, textile garments of differ¬ 
ent headings are to be classified in their own headings even if put up in 
sets for retail sale. 

Subheading Notes 

1. In this Section and, where applicable, throughout this Schedule, 
the following expressions have the meanings hereby assigned to them: 

(a) Elastomeric yarn 

Filament yam, including monofilament, of synthetic textile 
material, other than textured yarn, which does not break on 
being extended to three times its original length and which 
returns, after being extended to twice its original length, 
within a period of five minutes, to a length not greater than 
one and a half times its original length. 

(b) Unbleached yarn 

Yarn which : 

(i) has the natural colour of its constituent fibres and 
has not been bleached, dyed (whether or not in the mass) or 
printed; or 

(Hi) is of indeterminate colour (“grey yarn”), manufac¬ 
tured from garnetted stock. 

Such yarn may have been treated with a colourless dressing or 
fugitive dye (which disappears after simple washing with soap) 
and, in the case of man-made fibres, treated in the mass with 
delustring agents (for example, titanium dioxide). 

(c) Bleached yarn 
Yam which : 

({) has undergone a bleaching process, Is made of blea¬ 
ched fibres or, unless the context otherwise requires, has 
been dyed white (whether or not In the mass) or treated 
with a white dressing; 

(ii) consists of a mixture of unbleached and bleached 
fibres; or 

(Hi) is multiple (folded) or cabled and consists of un¬ 
bleached and bleached yams. 
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(d) Coloured (dyed or printed) yarn 
Yarn which : 

(i) is dyed (whether or not in the mass) other than 
white or in a fugitive colour, or printed, or made from dyed 
or printed fibres; 

(ii) consists of a mixture of dyed fibres of different col¬ 
ours or of a mixture of unbleached or bleached fibres with 
coloured fibres (marl or mixture yams), or is printed in 
one or more colours at intervals to give the impression of 
dots; 

(iii) is obtained from slivers or rovings which have been 
printed; or 

( iv ) is multiple (folded) or cabled and consists of un¬ 
bleached or bleached yarn and coloured yarn. 

The above definitions also apply, mutatis mutandis, to monofila¬ 
ment and to strip or the like of Chapter 54, 

(e) Unbleached woven fabric 

Woven fabric made from unbleached yarn and which has not 
been bleached, dyed or printed. Such fabric may have been 
treated with a colourless dressing or a fugitive dye. 

(/) Bleached woven fabric 
Woven fabric which ; 

(i) has been bleached or, unless the context otherwise 
requires, dyed white or treated with a white dressing, in the 
piece; 

(ii) consists of bleached yarn; or 

(iii) consists of unbleached and bleached yarn. 

( g ) Dyed woven fabric 
Woven fabric which; 

(i) is dyed a single uniform colour other than white (un¬ 
less the context otherwise requires) or has been treated with 
a coloured finish other than white (unless the context other¬ 
wise requires), in the piece; or 

. (ii) consists of coloured yarn of a single uniform colour. 

(h) Woven fabric of yarns of different colours 

Woven fabric (other than printed woven fabric) which - . 

(i) consists of yarns of different colours or yams of 
different shades of the same colour (other than the natural 
colour of the constituent fibres); 

(ii) consists of unbleached or bleached yam and colour¬ 
ed yarn; or 

(iii) consists of marl or mixture yarns. 

(In all cases, the yam used in selvedges and piece ends 
is not taken into consideration.) 
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(ij) Printed woven fabric 

Woven fabric which has been printed in the piece, whether 
or not made from yams of different colours. 

(The following are also regarded as printed woven fab¬ 
rics: woven fabrics bearing designs made, for example, with 
a brush or spray gun, by means of transfer paper, by flocking 
or by the batik process.) 

The process of mercerisation does not affect the classifica¬ 
tion of yarns or fabrics within the above categories. 

(k) Plain weave 

A fabric construction in which each yarn of the weft passes 
alternately over and under successive yarns of the warp and 
each yarn of the warp passes alternatively over and under 
successive yarns of the weft. 

2. (A) Products of Chapters 56 to 63 containing two or more textile 
materials are to be regarded as consisting wholly of that textile material 
which would be selected under Note 2 to this Section for the classification 
of a product of Chapters 50 to 55 consisting of the same textile materials. 

(B) For the application of this rule : 

(a) where appropriate, only the part which determines, the clas¬ 
sification under Interpretative Rule 3 shall be taken into account; 

(b) in the case of textile products consisting of a ground fabric 
and a pile or looped surface no account shall be taken of the ground 
fabric; 

(c) in the case of embroidery of heading No. 58.10 only the 
ground fabrics shall be taken into account. However, embroidery 
without visible ground shall be classified with reference to the em¬ 
broidering threads alone.

for the purpose of this provision, no account should be taken of any 
resulting change of colour: 

(b) Fabrics painted with designs (other than painted canvas 
being theatrical scenery, studio back-cloths or the like); 

(c) Fabrics partially covered with flock, dust, powdered cork or 
the like and bearing designs resulting from these treatments; 

however, imitation pile fabrics remain classified in this heading; 

(d) Fabrics finished, with normal dressings having a basis of 
amylaceous or similar substances; 

(e) Wood veneered on a backing of textile fabrics (heading No. 
44.08): 

(f) Natural or artificial abrasive powder or grain, on a backing 
of textile fabrics (heading No. 68.05); 

( g ) Agglomerated or reconstituted mica, on a backing of textile 
fabrics (heading No. 68.14); or 

(h) Metal foil on a backing of textile fabrics (Section XV). 

6. Heading No. 59.10 does not apply to: 

(a) Transmission or conveyor belts or belting of a thickness of 
less than 3 mm: or 

(b) Transmission or conveyor belts or belting of textile fabric 
impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with rubber or made from 
textile yarn or cord impregnated, coated, covered or sheathed with 
rubber (heading No. 40.10). 

7. Heading No. 59.11 applies to the following goods, which do not fall 
any other heading of Section XI: 

(a) Textile products in the piece, cut to length or simply cut to 
rectangular (including square) shape (other than those having the 
character of the products of headings Nos- 59.08 to 59.10), the follow¬ 
ing only: 

(?) Textile fabrics, felt and felt-lined woven fabrics, coated, 
covered or laminated with rubber, leather or other material, of 
a kind used for card clothing, and similar fabrics of a kind used 
for other technical purposes;

(zv) Flat woven textile fabric with multiple warp or weft, 
whether or not felted, impregnated or coated, of a kind used in 
machinery or for other technical purposes; 
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(v) Textile fabrics reinforced with metal, o'f a kind used for 
technical purposes; 

( vi ) Cords, braids and the like, whether or not coated, 
impregnated or reinforced with metal, of a kind used in industry 
as packing or lubricating materials; 

(b) Textile articles (other than those of headings Nos- 59.08 to

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Chapter 01 

Articles of apparel and clothing accessories, knitted or crocheted 

Notes 

1. This Chapter applies only to made up knitted or crocheted articles. 

2 . This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Goods of heading No. 62.12; 

(b) Worn clothing or other worn articles of heading No. 63.09; or 

(<:) Orthopaedic appliances, surgical belts, trusses or the like 
(heading No. 90.21). 

3. For the purposes of headings Nos. 61.08 and 61.04: 

(a) The term “suit” means a set of garments composed of two 
or three pieces made up in identical fabric and comprising: 

— one garment designed to cover the lower part of the 
body and consisting of trousers, breeches or shorts (other than 
swimwear), a skirt or a divided skirt, having neither braces nor 
bibs, and 

— one suit coat or jacket the outer shell of which, exclusive 
of sleeves, consists of four or more panels, designed to cover 
the upper part of the body, possibly with a tailored waistcoat in 
addition. 

All of the components of a suit must be of the sam e fabric 
construction, style, colour and composition; they must also be of 
corresponding or compatible size. If several separate components 
to cover the lower part of the body are presented together (for exam¬ 
ple, trousers and shorts, or a skirt or divided skirt and trousers), the 
constituent lower part shall be the trousers, or, in the case of 
women’s or girls’ suits, the skirt or divided skirt, the other garments 
being considered separately. 

The term “suit” includes the following sets of garments, whether 
or not they fulfil all the above conditions: 

— morning dress, comprising a plain jacket (cutaway) with 
rounded tails hanging well down at the back and striped 
trousers; 

— evening dress (tailcoat), generally made of black fabric, 
the jacket of which is relatively short at the front, does not 
close and has narrow skirts cut in at the hips and hanging 
down behind; 

— dinner jacket suits, in which the jacket Is similar In 
style to an ordinary jacket (though perhaps revealing more of 
the shirt front), but has shiny silk or imitation silk lapels. 

(b) The term “ensemble” means a set of garments (other than 
suits and articles of heading Nos. 61.07, 61.08 or 61.09), composed of 
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several pieces made up in identical fabric, put up for retail sale, and 
comprising: 

— one garment designed to cover the upper part of the 
body, with the exception of pullovers which may form a 
second upper garment in the sole context of twin sets, and of 
waistcoats which may also form a second upper garment, and 

— one or two different garments, designed to cover the 

lower part of the body and consisting of trousers, bib and brace 

overalls, breeches, shorts (other than swimwear), a skirt or a 
divided skirt. 

All of the components of an ensemble must be of the same 
fabric construction, style, colour and composition; they also must 
be of corresponding or compatible size. The term “ensemble” does 
not apply to track suits or ski suits, of heading No. 61 . 12 . 

4. Headings Nos. 61.05 and 61.06 do not cover garments with pockets 

below the waist, with a ribbed waistband or other means of tightening 

at the bottom of the garment, or garments having an average of less 

than 10 stitches per linear centimetre in each direction counted on an 
area measuring at least 10 cm X 10 cm. Heading No. 61.05 does not 
cover sleeveless garments. 

5 . For the purposes of heading No. 61 . 11 : 

(a) The expression “babies’ garments and clothing accessories” 
means articles for young children of a body height not exceeding 
86 cm; it also covers babies’ napkins; 

(b) Articles which are, prima facie, classifiable both in heading 
No. 61.11 and in other headings of this Chapter are to be classified 
in heading No. 61 . 11 . 

6 . For the purposes of heading No. 61.12 “ski suits” means garments 
or sets of garments which, by their general appearance and texture, are 
identifiable as intended to be worn principally for skiing (cross¬ 
country or alpine). They consist either of: 

(a) a “ski overall”, that is, a one-piece garment designed to 
cover the upper and the lower parts of the body; in addition to 
sleeves and a collar the ski overall may have pockets or footstraps; 
or 


(b) a “ski ensemble”, that is, a get of garments composed of 
two or three pieces, put up for retail sale and comprising: 

— one garment such as an anorak, wind-cheater, wind- 
jacket or similar article, closed by a slide fastener (zipper), 
possibly with a waistcoat in addition, and 

— one pair of trousers whetner or not extending anove 
waist-level, one pair of breeches or one bib and brace overall. 

The “ski ensemble” may also consist of an overall similar 
to the one mentioned in paragraph (a) above and a type of 
paded, sleeveless jacket worn over the overall. 
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All the components of a “ski ensemble* 1 must be made up in a 
fabric of the same texture, style and composition whether or not of 
the same colour; they also must be of corresponding or compatible 
size. 

7 . Garments which are, prima facie, classifiable both in heading 
No. 61.13 and in other headings of this Chapter, excluding heading 
No. 61 . 11 , are to be classified in heading No. 61 . 13 . 

8 . Articles of this Chapter which cannot be identified as either men’s 
or boys’ garments or as women’s or girls’ garments are to be classified 
in the headings concerning women’s or girls’ garments. 

9 . Articles of this Chapter may be made of metal theread.

Chapter 62 

Articles of apparel and clothing accessories, not knitted or crocheted 

Notes 

1. This Chapter applies only to made up articles of any textile fabric other 
than wadding, excluding knitted or crocheted articles (other than those of heading 
No. 62-12). 

g. This Chapter does not cover : 

(a) Worn clothing or other worn articles of heading No. 63 *P9; or 
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(i b) Orthopaedic appliances, surgical belts, trusses or the like (heading 
No. 90.21). 

3. For the purposes of the heading Nos. 62-03 and 62-04: 

(a) The terms “suit” means a set of garments composed of two or three 
pieces made up in identical fabric and comprising : 

— one garment designed to cover the lower part of the body 
and consisting of trousers, breeches or shorts (other than swimwear), a skirt 
or a divided skirt, having neither braces nor bibs, and 

— one suit coat or jacket die outer shell of which, exclusive of 
sleeves, consist of four or more panels, designed to cover the upperpart 
of the body, possibly with a tailored waistcoat in addition. 

All of the components of a suit must be of tire same fabric construction, 
style, colour and composition; they must also be of corresponding or compa¬ 
tible size. Tf several separate components to cover the lower part of the body 
are presented together (for example, trousers and shorts, or a skirt or divided 
skirt and trousers), the constituent lower part shall be tire trousers, or, in the 
case of women’s or girl’s suits, the skirt or divided skirt, the other garments 
being considered separately. 

The term “suit” includes the following sets of garments, whether or not 
they fulfil all the above conditions : 

—morning dress, comprising a plain jacket (cutaway) with 
rounded tails hanging well down at the back and striped trousers ; 

—evening dress (tailcoat), generally made of black cloth, the jacket 
of which is relatively short at the front, does not close and has narrow skirt,, 
cut in at the hips and hanging down behind ; 

—dinner jacket suits, in which the jacket is similar in style to 
an ordinary jacket (though perhaps revealing more of the shirt front), 
has shiny silk or imitation silk lapels. 

(b) The terms “ensemble” means a set of garments (other than suits and 
articles of heading No. 62- 07 or 62-08) composed of several pieces made up 
in identical fabric, put up for retail sale, and comprising :— 

—one garment designed to cover the upper part of the body, 
with the exception of waistcoats which may also form a second upper gar. 
ment, and 

—one or two different garments, designed to cover the lower 
part of the body and consisting of trousers, bib and brace overalls, bree¬ 
ches, shorts (other than swimwear), a skirt cr a divided skirt. 

All of the components of an ensemble must be of the same 
fabrie construction, style, colour and composition; they also must 
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of corresponding or compatible size. The term “ensemble” does not apply to 
track suits and ski suits, of heading No. 62-11. 

4. For the purpose of heading No. 62-09 : 

(a) The expression “babies” garments and clothing accessories” mean s 
articles for young children of a body height not exceeding 86 cm; it also cover 
babies’ napkins; 

(b) Articles which are, prima facie, classifiable both in heading No. 62-09 an d 
in other headings of this Chapter- are to be classified in heading No, 62-09 

5. Garments which are, prima facie, classifiable both in heading No. 62-10 
and in other headings of this Chapter, excluding heading No. 62-09, arc t0 be 
classified in heading No. 62-10. 

6. For the purposes of heading No. 62-11 “ski suits” means garments or sets 
of garments which, by their general appearance and texture, are identifiable as 
intended to be worn principally for skiing (cross-country or alpine). They consist 
either of: 

(a) a “ski overall”, that is, a one-piece garment designed to cover the 
upper and the lower parts of the body; in addition to sleeves and a collar the 
ski overall may have pockets or footstraps; or 

(, b ) a “ski ensemble”, that is, a set of garments composed of two or three 
pieces, put up for retail sale and comprising : 

—one garment such as an anorak, wind-cheater, wind jacket 
or similar article, closed by a slide fastener (zipper), possibly with a waist¬ 
coat in addition, and 

—one pair of trousers whether or not extending above waist- 
level, one pair of breeches or one bib and brace overall. 

The “ski ensemble” may also consist of an overall similar to tire one men¬ 
tioned in paragraph (a) above and a type of padded, sleeveless jacket worn over 
the overall. 

All tire components of a “ski ensemble” must be made up in a fabric of tire 
same texture, style and composition whether or not of tire same colour; they 
also must be of corresponding or compatible size. 

7. Scarves and articles of the scarf type, square or approximately square, of 
which no side exceeds 60 cnr. arc to be classified as handkerchiefs (heading No- 
62-13). Handkerchiefs of which any side exceeds 60 cm. arc to be classified in head¬ 
ing No. 62-14. 

8. Ar ticles of this Chapter which cannot be identified as either men's or boy’ s 
garments or as women’s or girl’s garments are to be classified hr the headings con¬ 
cerning women’s or girl’s garments. 

9. Article of this Chapter may be made of metal theread.

(а) Any small objects of personal^adornment (gem-set or not) (for 
examples, rings, bracelets, necklaces, broaches, ear-rings, watch-chains, 
fobs, pendants, tie-pins cuff-links, dress-studs, religious or other medals and 
insignia) ; and 

(б) Articles of personal use of a kind normally carried in the pocket, 
in the handbag or on the person (such as cigarette cases, powder boxes, 
chain purses, cochou baxes). 

g. For the purposes of heading No. 71.14, the expression “articles of 
goldsmiths” or silversmiths’ wares’ includes such articles as ornaments, 
tableware, toilet-ware, smokers’ requisites and other articles of household, office, 
or religious use. 

10. For the purposes of heading No. 71.17, the expression “imitation 
jewellery” means articles of jewellery within the meaning of paragraph (a) of 
Note 8 above (but not including buttons or other articles of heading No. 96.06, 
or dress-combs, hair-slides or the like, and hairpins, of heading No. 96.15), 
not incorporating natural or cultured pearls, precious or semi-precious stones 
(natural, synthetic or reconstructed) or (except as plating or as minor constituents) 
precious metal or metal clad with precious metal. 


Subheading Notes 

1. For the purposes of subheading Nos. 7106-10, 7108-11, 7110-11, 7110.21, 
7110-31 and 7110*41, the expressions “powder” and “in powder form” mean 
products of which 90% or more by weight passes through a sieve having a 
mesh aperture of 0-5 mm. 

2. Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter Note 4(b), for the purposes 
of subheadings Nos. 7110*11 and 7110*19, the expression “platinum” does 
not include iridium, osmium, palladium, rhodium or ruthenium.

(a) Prepared paints, inks or other products with a basis of 
metallic flakes or powder (heading Nos. 32,07 to 32.10, 32.12, 32,13 
or 32.15); 

(b) Ferro-cerium or other pyrophoric: alloys (heading 

No. 38.06); 

(c) Headgear or parts thereof of heading No. 65.06 or 65.07; 

(d) Umbrella frames or other articles of heading No. 66.03; 

(e) Goods of Chapter 71 (for example, precious metal alloys, 
base metal clad with precious metal, imitation jewellery); 

(/) Articles of Section XVI (machinery, mechanical appliances 
and electrical goods); 

(g) Assembled railway or tramway track (heading No. 86.08) 
or other articles of Section XVII (vehicles, ships and boats, aircraft); 

(7i) Instruments or apparatus of Section XVIII, including clock 
or watch springs; 

(ij) Lead shot prepared, for ammunition (heading No. 93.00 or 
other articles of Section XIX (arms and ammunition); 

(7c) Articles of Chapter 94 (for example, furniture, mattress 
supports, lamps and lighting fittings, illuminated signs, prefabricat¬ 
ed buildings); 

(l) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports 
requisites); 

(m) Hand sieves, buttons, pens, pencil-holders, pen nibs or 
other articles of Chapter 96 (miscellaneous manufactured articles); 
or 

(n) Articles of Chapter 97 (for example, works of art). 

2 . Throughout this Schedule the expression “parts of general use” 
means: j 

(a) Articles of heading No. 73.07, 73.12, 73.15, 73.17 or 73.18 
and similar articles of other base metal; 

(b) springs and leaves for springs, of base metal, other than 
clock or watch springs (heading No. 91.14); and 

(c) Articles of heading Nos. 83.01, 83.02, 83.08, 83.10 and 
frames and mirrors, of base metaL of heading No. 83 . 08 . 
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In Chapters 73 to 76 and 78 to 82 (but not in heading No. 73.16) re¬ 
ferences to parts of goods do not include references to parts of general 
use as defined above. 

Subject to the preceding paragraph and to Note 1 to Chapter 83, the 
articles of Chapter 82 or 83 are excluded from Chapters 72 to 76 and 78 
to 81. 

3. Classification of alloys (other than ferro-alloys and master alloys 
as defined in Chapters 72 and 74): 

(a) An alloy of base metals is to be classified as an alloy of the 
metal which predominates by weight over each of the other metals; 

( b ) An alloy composed of base metals of this Section and of 
elements not falling within this Section is to be treated as an alloy 
of base metals of this Section if the total weight of such metals equals 
or exceeds the total weight of the other elements present; 

(c) In this Section the term “alloys'’ includes sintered mixtures 
of metal powders, heterogeneous intimate mixtures obtained by 
melting (other than cermets) and intermetallic compounds. 

4. Unless the context otherwise require^, any reference in this 
Schedule to a base metal includes a reference to alloys which, by 
virtue of Note 3 above, are to be classified as alloys of that metal. 

5. Classification of composite articles: 

Except where the headings otherwise require, articles of base 
metal (including articles of mixed materials treated as articles of 
base metal under the Interpretative Rules) containing two or more 
base metals are to be treated as articles of the base metal predomi¬ 
nating by weight over each of the other metals. For this purpose: 

(a) Iron and steel, or different kinds of iron or steel, are re¬ 
garded as one and the same metal; 

(b) An alloy is regarded as being entirely composed of that 
metal aa an alloy of which, by virtue of Note 3, it is classified; 
and 

(c) A cermet of heading No. 81.13 is regarded as a single 
base metal. 

6 . In this Section, the following expressions have the meanings hereby 
assigned to them: 

(a) Waste and scrap 

Metal waste and scrap from the manufacture or mechanical 
working of metals, and metal goods definitely not usable as 
such because of breakage, cutting-up, wear or other reasons. 

(b) Powders 

Products of which 90 % or more by weight passes through 
sieve having a meah aperture of 1 mm. 
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Chapter 72 
Iron and steel 
Notes. 

1 . In this Chapter and, in the case of Notes ( d ), (e) and (/) through¬ 
out this Schedule, the following expressions have the meanings 
hereby assigned to them: 

(ct) Pig iron 

Iron-carbon alloys not usefully malleable, containing more 
than 2% by weight of carbon and which may contain by 
weight one or more other elements within the following 
limits: 

—not more than 10% of chromium 
—not more than 6% of manganese 
—not more than 3% of phosphorus 
—not more than 8% of silicon 
—a total of not more than 10% of other elements. 

(b) Spiegeldisen 

Iron-carbon alloys containing by weight more than 0% but 
not more than 30% of manganese and otherwise conforming to 
the specification at (a) above, 

(c) Ferro-alloys 

Alloys in pigs, blocks, lumps or similar primary forms, in 
forms obtained by continuous casting and also in granular or 
powder forms, whether or not agglomerated, commonly used as

—a total of more than 10% of other elements, excluding 
carbon, subject to a maximum content of 10% in the case of 
copper. 

(d) StetH 

Ferrous materials other than those of heading No. 72.03 
which (with the exception of certain types produced in the 
form cf castings) are usefullv malleable and which contain 
by weight 2% or less of carbon. However, chromium 
steels may contain higher proportions of carbon. 
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(e) Stainless steel 

Alloy steels containing, by weight, 1.2% or less of carbon 
and 10.5% or more of chromium, with or without othar 
elements. 

(J) Other alloy steel 

Steels not complying with the definition of stainless steel 
and containing by weight one or more of the following 
elements in the proportion shown: 

— 0.3% or more of aluminium 

— 0.0008% or more of boron 

— 0.3% or more of chromium 

— 0-3% or more of cobalt 

— 0.4% or more of copper 

— 0-4% or more of lead 

— 1.65% or more of manganese 

— 0.08% or more of molybdenum 

— 0.3% or more of nickel 

— 0.06% or more of niobium 

— 0.6% or more of silicon 

— 0.05% or more of titanium 

— 0,3%. or more of tungsten (wolfram) 

— 0.1% or more of vanadium 

— 0.05% or more of zirconium 

— 0.1% or more of other elements (except sulphur, 
phosphorus, carbon and nitrogen), taken separately. 

( g) Remelting scrap ingots of iron or steel 

Products roughly cast in the form of ingots without feeder- 
heads or hot tops, or of pigs, having obvious surface faults 
and not complying with the chemical composition of pig iron, 
spie'geleisen or ferro-alloys. 

( h ) Granules 

Products of which less than 90% by weight passes through 
a sieve with a mesh aperture of 1 mm and of which 90% or 
more by weight passes through a sieve with a mesh aperture 
of 5 mm. 

(ij) Semi-finished products 

Continuous cast products of solid section, whether or not 
subjected to primary hot-rolling; and 

Other products of solid sections, which have not been further 
worked than subjected to primary hot rolling or roughly 
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shaped by forging, including blanks for angles, shapes or 
sections. 

These products are not presented in coils. 

( k ) Flat-rolled products 

Rolled products of solid rectangular (other than square) 
cross-section, which do not conform to the definition at ( ij) 
above in the form of: 

— coils of successively superimposed layers, or 

— straight lengths, which if of a thickness less than 
4.75- mm are of a width measuring at least ten times the 
thickness or if of a thickness of 4.75 mm or more are of a 
width which exceeds 150 mm and measures at least twice 
the thickness. 

Flat-rolled products include those with patterns in relief 
derived directly 'from rolling (for example, grooves, ribs, 
chequers, tears, buttons, lozenges) and those which have been 
perforated, corrugated or polished, provided that they do not 
thereby assume the character of articles or products of other 
headings. 

Flat-rolled products of a shape other than rectangular or 
square, of any size are to be classified as products of a width 
of 600 mm or more, provided that they do not assume the 
character of articles or products of other headings. 

(l) Bars and rods, hot-rolled, in irregularly wound coils 

Hot-rolled products in irregularly wound coils, which have 
a solid cross-section in the shape of circles, segments of cir¬ 
cles, ovals, rectangles (including squares), triangles or 
other convex polygons. These products may have 
indentations, ribs, grooves or other deformations produced 
during the rolling process (reinforcing bars and rods), 

(m) Other bars and rods 

Products which do not conform to any of the definitions at 
(ij), (k) or (I) above or to the definition of wire, which 
have a uniform solid cross-seeDon along their whole length 
in the shape of circles, segments of circles, ovals, rec¬ 
tangles (including squares), triangles or other convex 
polygons. These products may: 

—have indentations, ribs, grooves or other deformations 
produced during the rolling process (reinforcing bars and 
rods); 

—be twisted after rolling. 

(n) Angles , shapes and sections 

Products having a uniform solid cross-section along 
their whole length which do not conform to anv of the de¬ 
finitions at (ij), (k), (l) or (m) above or to the definition 
of wire. 

Chapter 72 does not include oroducts of heading No, 
73.01 or 73.02. 
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(o) Wire 

Cold-formed products in coils, of any uniform solid cross- 
section along their whole length, which do not conform to 
the definition of flat-rolled products. 

(p) Hollow drill bars and rods 

Hollow bars and rods of any cross-section, suitable for drills, 
of which the greatest external dimension of the cross-sec¬ 
tion exceeds 15 mm but does not exceed 52 mm, and of 
which the greatest internal dimension does not exceed one 
half of the greatest external dimension. Hollow bars and 
rods of iron or steel not conforming to this definition are to 
be classified in heading No. 73.04. 

2. Ferrous metals clad with another ferrous metal are to be classified 
as products of the ferrous metal predominating by weight. 

3. Iron or steel products obtained by electrolytic deposition, by pressure 
casting or by sintering are to be classified, according to their form, their 
composition and their appearance, in the headings of this Chapter 
appropriate to similar hot-rolled products.

(e) Silico-manganese steel 
Alloy steels containing by weight*. 

_0.35% or more but not more than 0.7% of carbon, 

—0.5% or more but not more than 12% of manganese, 
and 

—0.6% or more but not more than 2.3% of silicon, but not 
containing any other element in a proportion that would 
give the steel the characteristics of another alloy steel. 

2. For the classification of ferro-alloys in the subheadings of heading 
No. 72.02 the following rule should be observed: , 

A ferro-alloy is considered as binary and classified under the 
relevant subheading (if it exists) if only one of the alloy ele¬ 
ments exceeds the minimum percentage laid down in Chapter 
Note 1(c); by analogy, it is considered respectively as ternary 
or quaternary if two or three alloy elements exceed the mini¬ 
mum percentage. 

For the application of this rule the unspecified “other elements” 
referred to in Chapter Note 1(c) must each exceed 10% by 
weight.

1 . In this Chapter the following expressions have the meanings here¬ 
by assigned to them: 

(a) Refined copper 

Metal containing at least 99.85 per cent, by weight of copper; 
or 

Metal containing at least 97.5 per cent, by weight of copper, 
provided that the content by weight of any other element 
does not exceed the limit specified in the following table:

( 6 ) Copper alloys 

Metallic substances other than unrefined copper in which 
copper predominates by weight over each of the other ele¬ 
ments, provided that: 

(i) the content by weight of at least one of the other 
elements shall be greater than the limit specified in the 
foregping table; or 
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(ii) the total content by weight of such other elements 
exceeds 2.5 per cent. 

(c) Master alloys 

Alloys containing with other elements more than 10 per cent, 
by weight of copper, not usefully malleable and commonly 
used as an additive in the manufacture of other alloys or as 
de-oxidants, de-sulphurising agents or for similar uses in 
the metallurgy of non-ferrous metals. However, copper 
phosphide (phosphor copper) containing more than 15 per 
cent, by weight of phosphorus falls in heading No. 28 . 48 . 

(d) Bars and rods 

Rolled, /extruded, drawn or forged products, not in coils, 
which have a uniform solid cross-section along their whole 
length in the shape of circles, ovals, rectangles (including 
squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons 
(including “flattened circles'* and “modified rectangles’’, of 
which two opposite sides are convex arcs, the other two 
sides being straight, of equal length and parallel). Products, 
with a rectangular (including square), triangular or poly¬ 
gonal cross-section may have corners rounded along their 
whole length. The thickness of such products which have a 
rectangular (including “modified rectangular”) cross-section 
exceeds one-tenth of the width. The expression also covers 
cast or sintered products, of the same forms and dimensions, 
which have been subsequently worked after production 
(otherwise than by simple trimming or de-scaling), provided 
that they have not thereby assumed the character of articles 
or products of other headings. 

Wire-bars and billets with their ends tapered or other¬ 
wise worked simply to facilitate their entry into machines 
for converting them into, for example, drawing stock (wire- 
rod) or tubes, are however to be taken to be unwrought 
copper of heading No. 74 . 03 . 

(e) Profiles 

Rolled, extruded, drawn, forged or formed products, coiled 
or not, of a uniform cross-section, along their whole length, 
which do not conform to any of the definitions of bars, rods, 
wire, plates, sheets, strip, foil, tubes or pipes. The expres¬ 
sion also covers cast o r sintered products, of the same forms, 
which have been subsequently worked after production 
(otherwise than by simple trimming or de-scaling), provid¬ 
ed that they have not thereby assumed the character of arti¬ 
cles or products of other headings. 

(f) Wire 

Rolled, extruded or drawn products, in coils, which have a 
un orm solid cross-section along their whole length in the 
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shape of circles, ovals, rectangles (including squares), equi¬ 
lateral triangles or regular convex polygons (including 
“flattened circles” and “modified rectangles”, of which 
two opposite sides are convex arcs, the other two sides be¬ 
ing straight, of equal length and parallel). Products with 
a rectangular (including square), triangular or polygonal 
cross-section may have comers rounded along their 
whole length. The thickness of such products which 
have a rectangular (including “modified rectangular”) cross- 
section exceeds one-tenth of the width-. 

In the case of heading No. 7 . 4 . 14 , however, the term 
“wire” applies only to products, whether or not in coils, of 
any cross-sectional shape, of which no cross-sectional dimen¬ 
sion exceeds 6 mm. 

( g) Plates, sheets, strip and foil 

Flat-surfaced products (other than the urt wrought products 
of heading No. 74 . 03 ), coiled or not, of solid rectangular 
(other than square) cross-section with or without rounded 
corners (including “modified rectangles” of which two oppo¬ 
site sides are convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, 
of equal length and parallel) of a uniform thickness, which 
arer 

—of rectangular (including square) shape with a thick¬ 
ness not exceeding one-tenth of the width, 

-—of a shape other than rectangular or square, of any 
size provided that they do not assume the character 
of articles or products of other headings. 

Headings Nos. 74.09 and 74.10 apply, inter alia, to plates, 
sheets, strip and foil with patterns (for example, grooves, 
riba, chequers, tears, buttons, lozenges) and to such pro¬ 
ducts which have been perforated, corrugated, polished or 
coated, provided that they do not thereby assume the 
character of articles or products of other headings. 

(h) Tubes and pipes 

Hollow products, colled or not, which have a uniform cross- 
section with only one enclosed void along their whole 
length In the shape of circles, ovals, rectangles (including 
squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons, 
and which have a uniform wall thickness. Products with 
a rectangular (including square), equilateral triangular or 
regular convex polygonal cross-section, which may have 
corners rounded along their whole length, are also to be 
taken to be tubes and pipes provided the inner and outer 
cross-sections are concentric and have the same form and 
orientation. Tubes and pipes of the foregoing cross-sections 
may be polished, coated, bent, threaded drilled, waisted, 
expanded, cope-shaped nr fitted with flanges, collars or

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(d) Articles oi heading No. 73.21 or 73-22 or similar articles of 
other base metals (Chapters 74 to 76 or 78 to 81); 

(e) Electro-mechanical tools for working in the hand, of head¬ 
ing No. 85.08 or electro mechanical domestic appliances of heading 
No. 65-09; or 

(f) Hand-operated mechanical floor sweepers, not motorised 
(heading No. 96.03). 

2. Subject to the operation of Note 3 to Section XVI, a machine or 
appliance which answers to a description in one or more of the head¬ 
ings New. 84.01 to 84.24 and at the same time to a description in one of 
other of the headings Nos. 84.25 to 8480 is to be classified under the 
appropriate heading of the former group and not the latter. 

Heading No. 8419 does not, however, cover: 

(a) Germination plant, incubators or brooders (heading No. 
84.36); 

(b) Grain dampening machines (heading No. 84.37); 

(e> Diffusing apparatus for sugar juice extraction (heading 
No. 64.38); 

(d) Machinery for the heat-treatment of textile yarns, fabrics 
or made up textile articles (heading No. 84.51); or 

(e) Machinery or plant, designed for mechanical operation, in 
wliich a change of temperature, even if necessary, is subsidiary. 

Heading No. 84.22 does not cover: 

(a) Sewing machines for closing bags or similar containers 
(heading No. 84.52); or 

(b) Office machinery of heading No. 84.72. 

3. A machine-tool for working any material which answers to a 
description in heading No. 84.56 and at the same time to a description 
in heading No. 84.57, 84-58, 84.59, 64.60, 84.61, 84.64 or 84.65 is to be clas¬ 
sified in heading No. 84.56. 

4. Heading No. 64-57 applies only to machine-tools for working 
metal (other than lathes) which can carry out different types of mach¬ 
ining operations either: 

(a) by automatic tool change from a magazine or the like In 
conformity with a machinery programme (machining centres), 

(b) by the automatic use, simultaneously or sequentially, of 
different unit heads working on a fixed position workpiece (unit 
construction machines, single station), or 

(c) by the automatic transfer of the workpiece to different 
unit heads (multi-station transfer machines). 

5. (A) For the purposes of heading No. 84.71, the expression “automa¬ 
tic data processing machines” means: 

(a) Digital machines, capable of (1) storing the processing pro¬ 
gram or programs and at least the data immediately necessary for 
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the execution of the program; (2) being freely programmed in ac¬ 
cordance with the requirements of the user; (3) performing arith¬ 
metical computations specified by the user; and, (4) executing, 
without human intervention, a processing program which requires 
them to modify their execution, by logical decision during the pro¬ 
cessing run; 

(b) Analogue machines capable of simulating mathematical 
models and comprising at least: analogue elements, control ele¬ 
ments and programming elements; 

(c) Hybrid machines consisting of either a digital machine with 
analogue elements or an analogue machine with digital elements. 

(B) Automatic data processing machines may be in the form of 
systems consisting of a variable number of separately-housed units, A 
unit is to be regarded as being a part of the complete system if it meets 
all the following conditions: 

(a) it is connectable to the central processing unit either dir¬ 
ectly or through one or more other units; 

(b) it is specifically designed as part of such a system [it must, 
in particular, unless it is a power supply unit, be able to accept or 
deliver data in a form (code or signals) which can be used by the 
system]. 

Such units presented separately are also to be classified in 
heading No. 04.71. 

Heading No. 84.71 does not cover machines incorporating or 
working in conjunction with an automatic data processing machine 
and performing a specific function. Such machines are classified 
In the headings appropriate to their respective functions or, 
failing that, in residual headings. 

6. Heading No. 84,82 applies, inter alia to polished steel balls, the 
maximum and minimum dmmetres of which do not differ from the 
nomfnal diameter by more than 1 per cent, or by more than 0.05 mm, 
whichever is less. Other steel balls are to be classified in heading No. 

73 20. 

7. A machine which is used for more than one purpose is, for the 
purposes of classification, to be treated as if Its principal purpose were 
its sole purpose. 

Subject to Note 2 to this Chapter and Note 3 to Section XVI. a 
machine the principal purpose of which is not described in any head¬ 
ing or for which no one purpose is the principal purpose is, unless the 
context otherwise requires, to be classified in heading No. 84.79. Head¬ 
ing No, 84.79 also covers machines for making rope or cable (for ex¬ 
ample, stranding, twisting or cabling machines) from metal wire, 
textile yarn or any othe^ material or from a combination of such 
materials,.

(T>) Articles of glass of heading No. 70.11; or 
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(c) Electrically heated furniture of Chapter 94, 

2. Headings Nos. 85.01 to 85.04 do not apply to goods described in 
heading No. 85.11, 85.12, 85.40, 85.41 or 85.42. 

However, metal tank mercury arc rectifiers remain classified in 
heading No. 85.04. 

3. Heading No. 85.09 covers only the following electro-mechani¬ 
cal machines of the kind commonly used for domestic purposes: 

(a) Vacuum cleaners, floor polishers, food grinders and mix¬ 
ers, and fruit or vegetable juice extractors, of any weight; 

(b) Other machines provided the weight of such machines does 
not exceed 20 kg. 

The heading does not, however, apply to fans and ventilating or 
recycling hoods incorporating a fan, whether or not fitted with filters 
(heading No. 84.14), centrifugal clothes-dryers (heading No. 84.21), dish

Thin-or thick-film circuits comprising passive and active elements 
obtained during the same technological process ar e to be classified in 
heading No. 85.42. 

5. For the purposes of headings Nos. 85.41 and 85.42: 

(A) "Diodes, transistors and similar semi-conductor devices” 
are semi-conductor devices the operation of which depends on varia¬ 
tions in resistivity on the application of an electric field; 

(B) "Electronic integrated circuits and microassemblies” are: 

(o) Monolithic integrated circuits in which the circuit ele¬ 
ments (diodes, transistors, resistors, capacitors, interconnec¬ 
tions, etc.) are created in the mass (essentially) and on the 
surface of a semi-conductor material (doped silicon, for exam¬ 
ple) and are inseparably associated; 
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(b) Hybrid integrated circuits in which passive elements 
(resistors, capacitors, interconnections, etc.), obtained by thin- 
or thick-film technology, and active elements (diodes, transis¬ 
tors, monolithic integrated circuits, etc.), obtained by semicon¬ 
ductor technology, are combined to all intents and purposes in- 
divisibly, on a single insulating substrate (glass, ceramic, etc). 
These circuits may also include discrete components; 

(c) Microassemblies of the moulded module, micromodule 
or similar types, consisting of discrete, active or both active 
and passive components which are combined and intercon¬ 
nected. 

For the classification of the articles defined in this Note, headings 
Nos. 85.41 and 85.42 shall take precedence over any other heading in this 
Schedule which might cover them by reference to, In particular, 
their function.
